READER : 


O Preface a little; 1 have ſet forth tothe 
Yy World a Breviate of the late Arch- Biſhops 
doings in his life : and made a faitfull com- 
ment on his /«yings at his death. So muck 
haſte was deſired un it,and ſuch Brevity in all, 
© That cruly ſome lines were omitted, which 
> were prepared. And as his expreſſions were 
darke and invelved toucking his Religion : fo 
I was not fo clear and full at that point to the 
Readers fatisfa&ion as now I ſhall be. And at one great point about the 
Church of England, 1 miſtooke the Preacher, Blaſphemer rather, alco- 
gether : for running over that point haſtily, I underſtood not the in- 
coherence of his words,as now I do,ſo I took the word Church in our 
ſence for the Church indeed: when as he meant the Biſhops, the church 
i» zame, er of Rome for under that netion(Church) bas been meanc 
theſe three hundred yeers and more. It ſhall be called by that name 
no more, unleſſe with this addition, the Aſaligzave Church. I took 
bur halfe his confe/riox neither : And f8r that the Aſaliguants 
may fay, I have done him wrong, Ile make them amends now 
in clearing before their eyes if they would ſee (but fome will not ſee, 
and other-ſome cannot ſee, now,having ſhut-out /ight fo long;

Why do [trouble the dead, raking, #s it were, in his Uhes;he is 
now lanched forth inte the Occan-of Erernity, entred into his an- 
changeable conditiron ; Whether at reſt there or reſtleſle,is not to be 
diſputed ; his judgement is from the Lord,ler the tongues of men and 
their pens ſuffer him. to reſt now from, all uncharitable Senſures, 
whercever he is. anſwer. (1.). I have not formerly, I do not now 
meddle with the dead, But for the fake of the living , ever-living 
Soules, 1 deate in thaſe marcers,” which live, 'and ſpread, eatand con- 
fume like a canker, to the ucter deſtrution of the unwiſe and tpnorant 
(viz.)The conceit vain men have,they are no other,of this late and/of 
Arch-Bifhops Religen, Church, Repentance,Prayer;of high eſteem with 
vain men,but abominations all foure,as we ſaid, before the Lord Gad, 
and his faicfull ſervants.

ſted over the Seas, there to ſpeak Dutch, and French,(Italian it ſpeaks 
already pretty treatably ) ſo ro perſwade all who meet withit, That, 


what ever this late efrch+ Biſhop was all his life long, yet he was an 


angell at his death; which vain _— may amuſe and abuſe the fim- 
ple reader 2»finitely, it may make him beleev that he may be the De- 
vills ſervanr,doe the Devills worke all his life lopg : and die as a ſer- 
varit of the Lord dies, the death of th Righteous.

Theſe Chaplaines moulded their Sa- 
cred Texts, ſo they doe now, like a noſe of Faxe,to the minde of 
their Lord, and faſhion of the times, and then forced themſclves to 
ſpeake ſcarce not more words than blaſphemies againſt God, and His 
Holy Owes ; Which Chaplaines and DoQtrines this man had 
with the fame zeale, as Pax/ and Barnabes ſhewed at the hearing of 


the like 1»fidels, had he had the leaſt ſparke of love,or hear of that, in 


his breaſt-wee call true zca/ for God, His Religion, His Faith, His 
Law, His Goſpel. 

2 And for his Civiliavs, thoſe that ſerved bis laſts, x5 I thinke the 
moſt did ; What they are now I cannet tell, for I know not where 
they are : Burt all the Kingdomes knowes what they were, 2s 477and

him as they could ; Wnat he ſpeak, they would ſpeak ; What he did

| = theirs, of the very ſame zize and making ! And as ſtout and 

ifte in maintenance of thoſe gods, and ſervice to them Divels, 1 
ſhould ſay» (ſach they are in Gods ſight, )as he their Lord was. Indeed 
theſe all were and ſtill are, as firme and faft to this late Arch-Biſhop, 
as ( if I might compare perſons fo contrary ) Ruth was to Naome, 
as faſt to his Formes, to the LaWes of his houſe ; to his gods ; to his 
ſervices : They werefaſt friends, and walked together,bcing of the 
ſame minde, and Judgement, in all matters till the laſt : onely there 
they differed ; For where hee died they Would not die ; nor Wonld 
they there be buried; which had been with the Bariall of an Aſſe , had 
he had the buriall his life deſerved ; I had ſpeken more to this, bug 
that the preſent ſtate and face of things ſpeake the fulleſt an- 
ſwers to the forgoing queſtions, yer for the fatisfaRien of all thar 
arenot willingly sgnoraxt, ſo much I have faid : I proceed now to 
concluſion of what I was ſaying,and all that knew him will conclude 
with mee : That hee breathed after Preferment , moulded and 
faſhioned himſelfe, words and Actions, Religion, Faith, Goſpel, all 
to the Times; 'and moſt compendious waies, | Ap towads: that 
Pinacle, He did as a man that Loveth the world, and deifies , makes 
agodof its Glory ; And what havocke he made of Faith and a good 
conſcience , all wiſe men know. You will fay, &c. p.4./.21.

&« ſelves They [niradgced fuch prophanenefle and irreligion,cloked all

upon ſhadowes that they have quite loſt the ſubſtance. Thelſc are his 
words and they muſt be underſtood of his Church,and no other,ſo he 


 becraycd himfelfe with his ewne Tokens, and beat himfelf with his 


© own ſtaff: for as it followes ; They were ſo fixed upon their opinion, 
a conceirt only, ſo fixed I ſay, and ſo fully perſwaded, That they the 
( Malignant ) Church Sbould abide Pueen for ever ; Their moun» 
rain was fo ſtrorg , and they ſo ſtrong upon it , That they thought 
they thoula never be moved, Then they advanced their throne above 
the Stars of God, and ſo rained themſelves,and their thrones for ever. 
He mult mean themſclucs under this notion Cherch, for his words are 
iaconfiſtent with any othet Church but tt.eir ewn.Only theſe words

But though here 
are the turnings and windings of the crooked Serpent ; though hee 
Doubles here , loving , as ſome Beaſts do, confus a veftsgia, that we 
mightnor track him, or finde him out, yet we underſtood him very 
well, That he could bemoane none other Church but his ewn ; hee 


.could not bemoane the True Church at his death , whom he'perſe- 
cured heartily with his tongue and hand all his life long.
